Is there, you ask, a reason for 
Bryan University? Are there not 
enough religious colleges? Arc there 
not, in fact, too many to justify the 
sacrifices, the effort, and the lives in- 
volved in building another? Is there, 
after all, a reason for Bryan Univer- 
sity? Are there not other sound Chris- 
tian colleges in which our young men 
and women can be trained? 

There are enough religious col- 
leges, too many, in fact. However, 
Bryan University is definitely not a 
religious college. A religious college, 
like a religion, may represent any- 
thing from the rankest idolatry and 
heathenism to the worship of a mere 
man. It may, in a sense, lack even 
the “form thereof'' and have not 
even a semblance of what you, the 
reader, may call religion. Yes, there 
are too many religious colleges, teach- 
ing and preaching “other gospels" 
and denying the “faith once delivered 
to the Saints." But Bryan Univer- 
sity is not a religious college. 

And there are other sound Chris- 
tian colleges, though their number be 
small, indeed, during these days of 
open apostasy and modernism. These 
colleges fill a great need and are pro- 
viding for as many of His young peo- 
ple as they can. But they arc also 
turning away thousands each year 
for lack of space. This is reason 
enough for another Christian college. 
Yet, there should be some definite 
need that goes beyond this, some mis- 
sion which Bryan University is able 
to fill in a way that other Christian 
colleges cannot 

There is need for a liberal arts col- 
lege that meets the financial needs of 
the average home and that enables 
worthy young men and women of 
moderate means to obtain the educa- 
tion which will equip them, spirit- 
ually and mentally, to live and serve 
in our present-day world. With the 
total charges for room, board, tuition, 
and regular student fees for the year 
at slightly less than $400.00, we be- 
lieve that Bryan meets this need as 
few, if any, other colleges are meet- 
ing it. 

There is a need for a college which 
is enough pioneer in character to

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A SUMMER’S SUMMARY

Wading through flood waters and 
mud last June, a determined 1 4-year- 
old hoy came to our apartment one 
Saturday afternoon, in a southern 
Iowa town, where we were holding 
evangelistic meetings. He had pur- 
posed in his heart to surrender his 
life to Jesus. This young man had 
already begun to evaluate the wages 
of sin: his father was then undergo- 
ing a severe alcohol cure in an insti- 
tution. He had witnessed the weak- 
ening effect that alcohol was produc- 
ing in his father, physically and mor- 
ally. He realised his need of One who 
alone could save him from sin's dev- 
astating power. After confessing h:s 
sins, and accepting God's profferred 
mercy and atonement through the 
blood of Jesus Christ, this boy went 
home rejoicing in his Saviour and 
friend. 

That same afternoon, a 14-year-old 
girl came to us and asked to be for- 
given for having disrupted her class 
so frequently during the Vacation 
Bible School sessions. The full impress 
of the Lord's conviction upon her 
conscience was more clearly evidenced 
when she followed her apology to us 
with the question, “How can I make 
things right with Jesus?" Assurance 
v f as given her from God's Word, con- 
tamed in I John 1 :9, and after a sea- 
son of prayer she went out with a 
load lifted from her heart. 

One hot July day, on a farm 
twenty miles from where we were 
holding meetings in a central Ne- 
braska town, a 16-year-old boy was 
driv’ng a tractor. The Lord spoke to 
his heart. As he described the inci- 
dent later, the Holy Spirit urged him 
to come over to the meeting and “go 
to the altar." Before the first line of 
the invitation song was finished he 
was at the altar crying before the 
Lord. 

These, and several young people, 
whose lives were surrendered to the 
Lord during the summer meetings, 
furnish a refrcslv’ng contrast to the 
otherwise apparent resistance to 
God's claim unon the lives of the

older people who attended the serv- 
ices. However, it was a joyous occa- 
sion when an old man, past eighty 
years of age, accepted the Lord dur- 
ing an altar call one night. 

In the face of rising moral decad- 
ency in our nation it is apparent that 
what the church does it must do 
quickly if this tide is to be turned. 
In our travels this Summer several 
incidents — indicative of the trend of 
the times — crossed our path: the bra- 
zen near-nudity on the part of shame- 
less women in public places; the com- 
mon use of obscene language by boys 
and girls on the streets (first heard 
uttered by parents and other grown- 
ups on the streets and around the 
homes). In Chicago we experienced 
the touch of the looter’s hand, where 
a countless number of car owners 
have suffered great losses this year. 
One of the most tragic things ob- 
served this summer was that of the 
attitude of a woman boathouse at- 
tendant at Yellowstone Lake, and the 
laughing response of her male assist- 
ant*. A large crowd had gathered 
on the wharf, anxiously awaiting 
word concerning a young man’s 
father, and his fishing companion, 
who were reported as drowning a few 
miles off shore. Within the son's 
hearing, and that of most of us who 
were standing by, she loudly called 
to another, “What do these people 
think this is— a mourners' bench?” 

What with the demonstration of 
God's saving grace on the one hand, 
and the fact of the world's deplor- 
able condition on the other, I am en- 
couraged in the work of the Lord and 
at the same time sobered by the great- 
challenge the world presents. Bible 
Institutes, Christian colleges and uni- 
versities, and sound (not sound 
asleep) seminaries are instituted of 
God for the purpose of turning out 
well-equipped graduates to meet tlvs 
challenge. Young people arc clamor- 
ing for admission, but most schools 
are already bulging due to inadequate 
accommodations. One cannot but 
wonder if some of God's stewards are 
doing all that is possible to relieve 
the situation.

present a challenge to young people 
to take something less than "the 
best," to inspire them to become a 
part of the college, a part that will 
through the years benefit other young 
people. There is a need, in this day 
of plenty and loafing, for a college in 
which a young man or woman will 
learn that the solutions to life's prob' 
lems come not from a world'wide and 
everpresent silver platter, but from a 
conscientious, determined effort on 
their part and a faith in God that 
will not be denied. Yes, there is a 
need for such a college — and Bryan 
University meets that need. 

There is a need for a Christian 
college which provides for all who 
seek in it a Christian education which 
lays emphasis on serving, as well as 
on knowing, Christ. And that school 
must not only meet that need, but it 
must also present to the student an 
opportunity for a realistic training 
and a challenge to make use of that 
training. The work of the Christian 
Service Association, which sends sHi' 
dents into the mountain and valley 
communities weekly to preach, teach, 
and sing the Gospel, the weekly street 
and jail services, the child evangelism 
work, and the other phases of Chris' 
tian activity on Bryan Hill these 
provide training and are in themselves 
a challenge which has sent Bryan 
graduates and students into China, 
Africa, Mexico, South America, and 
other fields at home and abroad. 

Yes, there is a reason for Bryan 
University. It is further testified to 
by the fact that staff members have 
labored faithfully under trying con' 
ditions throughout the past eighteen 
years, accepting salaries far below 
those they might have had in the 
world's institutions, choosing, rather, 
to serve the Lord. It is further testi- 
fied to by the steady, sound growth 
of the institution and the increase in 
the number of students who have 
come into its doors to gain what they 
believed the Lord would have them to 
have — a liberal arts education ceiv 
tered in a saving knowledge of the 
Lord Jesus Christ. 
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
